Five new boxes have been installed the past year, and 6000 
feet of new copper circuit has been put up on the closed work, 
and the same on the open circuit work. Telephones have 
been installed on the department wires, connecting the Steamer 
house with Hose house, No. 1 and 8. All open circuit bells 
have been changed to a new system, and some old iron cir- 
cuits have been discontinued. 

About one and one-half mile of new copper circuit is con- 
templated each year, until all old iron wire is disposed of. 

The apparatus under my care is in good working condition. 

In conclusion I desire to extend my sincere thanks to the 
engineers and firemen for the faithful discharge of their duties 
and promptness at fires, to the superintendent of the fire 
alarm, George B. Shaw, and all others who assisted in our 
work the past year.

The Robinson Seminary. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Seminary: 


The present school year has been one in which successful 
advancement is noticeable to a marked degree. The school 
is remarkably fortunate not only in retaining the services of 
nearly all the instructors who were responsible for its unusual 
achievements of last year, but also in securing new teachers 
who are fully equal to every demand which their positions 
make upon them. 

The new teachers selected in June are: in German, Miss 
Marjorie Pollard Graves, A. B., a graduate of Mt. Holyoke 
in the class of 1911; in Home Economics, Miss M. Virginia 
Makepeace, A. B., a graduate of Ohio State University in 
the class of 1909; in English, Miss Roxie Odiorne, A. B., a 
graduate of Radcliffe in the class of 1911, to succeed Miss 
Ada 8. Varney, who resigned to accept a position in Honolulu; 
in Music, Miss Charlotte Hall Berry, to succeed Miss Edith 
J. Ellis. 

The proceeds of the Harriett M. Merrill Reference Library 
Fund and a gift from the Seminarian have been used to pur- 
chase several valuable books of reference. 

There is still very great need of two rooms large enough to 
accommodate the two lower classes. 

The new curriculum in Home Economics has commended 
itself to educators who have observed the work, to parents 
who have visited the school, and to pupils who have elected 
the subjects of which it is composed. Some parents from 
towns other than Exeter have already sent their daughters 
to the Seminary because of the introduction of this course; 
others have determined to settle in town so.as to secure for 
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their daughters the benefits of this line of instruction. Of the 
two classes which were given the opportunity to elect this 
curriculum, nearly one-half of the pupils chose it in place of 
the college course. 

The equipment for this work was made possible by the 
generous gift of $150 by one friend and of $25 by another. 
This fund was used to purchase sewing machines, two burner 
hot plates, gas ovens, a refrigerator and a part of the furniture 
for the dining-room. 

The aim of this course is to set before a girl the highest 
ideals of home life; to train her in practical housekeeping; 
to cultivate good taste in furnishings and decorations; to 
teach her such standards of living as will enable her to plan 
and execute for herself or for others the details of a well- 
ordered and successful life. 

The Home Economics curriculum consists of the same work 
through the five years in English History and Modern Lan- 
guages as in the college course. In place of a part of the 
Mathematics and Science, a course in General Arts is offered, 
consisting of two periods per week of music, two periods of 
practical drawing and one of the history of art. In place of 
Latin, a course in Domestic Arts is offered, consisting in the 
first year of: 

Sewing. — Dressmaking, including design, measuring, draft- 
ing, cutting, sewing; use and care of a sewing machine; 
millinery, elementary study, spring and fall. 

Cooking. — Study and care of kitchen and dining-room 
equipment, gas and coal ranges; preparation and serving of 
plain dishes; the office of different foods in the nourishment 
of the body; choice and proper combination of food sub- 
stances; ratio of cost and nutritive value. 

In the second year the study of a house: situation and sur- 
roundings; construction, timbers, beams, floors, supporting 
walls, partitions; location of windows, doors, stairways, 
chimneys; design; floor plans; decoration, general color 
schemes; paint; designs for wall paper, rug designs; the 
study of furniture, construction, design and decoration; 
serviceable and artistic coverings for furniture. 
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In the third year, physiology and hygiene: the elements of 
bacteriology; household sanitation and mechanical appli- 
ances; plumbing; heating: lighting; ventilation: clectrical 
appliances; wiring for batteries and electric lights. 

In the fourth year, advanced cooking, chemistry of food, 
food values, dietetics, menus planned to meet various require- 
ments, cleaning fabrics, wood and metal, bleaching, dyeing. 

In the fifth year, household economy: economic problems 
of the home; household expenditure limited to a stated in- 
come; division of income; marketing and buying of food, 
clothing and general family necessities; household accounts 
and bookkeeping, covering all family expenses.

Secretary’s Report. 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 16,786. 

The total number of books given out during the past year was 
26,587, which is 1732 more than last year, classified as follows: 
Fiction, 16,740; juvenile department, 4,453; historical, scien- 
tific and general literary subjects, 5,394. Five hundred and 
thirty-three new books have been added, 297 of these being 
credited to the Merrill funds; also 47 books have been re- 

placed, and 64 volumes of magazines bound. 

' Four hundred and sixty-seven cards have been issued during 
the current year, 232 to townspeople, and 235 to students of 
the Academy.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to. vote in 
Town Affairs and to elect Delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1st. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 
2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen. 


3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 


4th. To choose by ballot and major vote a treasurer of 
the Robinson Female Seminary. 


5th. To choose by ballot four delegates to the Constitu- 
tional Convention to be holden at Conccrd in June next; 
the balloting to begin at 2 o’clock in the afternoon of said 
day and to end at 5 o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 


6th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors 
or committees for the ensuing year. 


7th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for repairing the highways, 
for repairing and building bridges, for repairing and building 
sidewalks, for building drains and sewers, for payment of 
the town debt, for the lighting of the streets, for defraying 
the expenses of decorating the graves of Union soldiers, for 
preventing the spread of the brown tailed moth within the 
town, and for the other charges arising within the town, and 
for the payment of the firemen for the ensuing year. 
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8th. To hear the reports of committees heretofore chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


9th. To see if the town will vote to purchase a piano to 
be used in the Town Hall and appropriate money for the 
same. 


10th. On petition of Albert B. Hale and sixteen others, to 
see if the town will vote to place an incandescent light on 
Summer street between the residence of Dr. C. H. Gerrish 
and the Salem street railroad crossing.
